WHEREAS, the Board of Adjustment at a meeting held on May 10, 1938 » carefully con-
sidered the changing of the Use designation of this property; and

WHEREAS, this lot Is located on Park Place between San Jaolnto Boulevard and
Waller Creek; and

WHEREAS, on September 2^» 19 3? i the Board of Adjustment submitted a resolution to
the City Counoll concerning the change of the Use designation of all the property lying
between San Jaolnto Boulevard and Waller Creek, and fronting on Park Place j and

WHEREAS, the conditions and circumstances concerning this property have not changed
and are the same now as they were at that time; therefore

THAT it is not rocommended to change the single lot referred to in the application,
which. would constitute a case of spot zoning, but again recommends the change of the
Use designation of all the property on both sides of Park Place from San Jaolnto Boule-
vard to Waller Creek as previously recommended In the resolution above referred to, for
the following reasons:

1« That the survey of the property along this street clearly indicates that property
owners of that portion of Park Place between San Jacinto .Boulevard and Waller Creek have
themselves, through violation and non-oonformanoe with the Ordinance, changed the
character of this property by implied common consent*

2. That the location of this property, its relation of San Jnointo Boulevard and
the University of Texas, render it more desirable for MBtt Residence purposes*

3« Thnt the present conversion of thin property to lodging and boarding house uses
is not seriously affecting public oafety alontf this portion of the street with rospoot
to traffic ha aardo •

Original City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, which property is situated on the south
side of East 1st Street and contiguous thereto within the City lltnlto of the City of
Austin and being approximately 300 feet east of the east line of Pleasant Valley Roaii,
for permission to construct, maintain and operate a drive-in gasoline filling station
and to construct curbs, ramps and commercial driveways in conjunction therewith upon
the above described property, and v/e hereby advise that tho following conditions exist:

The property upon which this filling station is to be located is designated /is
"An Residence District, as shown upon the Zoning Map of the City of Austin.

There are no City storm sewers near this filling station site, therefore the drain-
age from this filling station should be concentrated into a seep well located upon the
property of the applicant*

We recommend that K. Richards be granted permission to construct, maintain, and
operate said drive-in gasoline filling station and to construct ourbs, ramps and com-
mercial driveways in conjunction therewith, subject to the following conditions:

(1) That all buildings and equipment shall be placed ineide of tho property line,
correct lines to be obtained before construction starts or equipment is Installed. Lines
and grades to be obtained from the City Engineering Department for entrances and drive-
ways, building lines to be approved by the City Building Inspector. That the applicant
shall confer with the City Engineering Department as to the future grades of the side-
walks and gutters on the adjacent streets before he starts any construction relative •
to the filling station* •

(2) That all construction of the filling station improvements shall be in accord
